according to the National Weather Service. 

Tornadoes were reported on either side of 
Interstate 39 near Rochelle 111 ., as the storm 
blew on a northeast track across farms and 
small towns and headed toward McHenry 
County The tiny hamlet of Fair dale. 111 ., 
south of Rockford, was particularly hard hit, 
according to preliminary reports. 

“Fairdale is pretty well destroyed, from 
what I understand,” said Les Bellah, presi- 
dent of nearby Kirkland, 111 . “They’re taking 
our backhoes and whatever generators and 
whatever equipment we got over there to as- 
sist them. Our fire department is there now 
on scene as well.” 

Patti Thompson, spokeswoman for Illinois 
Emergency Management Agency, confirmed 
one person died, according to the De Kalb 
County Coroner’s Office. No other informa- 
tion on the victim was immediately available.

Murky river water likely 
caused by heavy rainfall 


By Leonor Vivanco 

City officials said the rusty plume of the 
Chicago River east of the Michigan Avenue 
Bridge on Thursday was likely a mix of rust 
and dirt flushed into the river by a surge of 
storm runoff 

The discoloration wasn’t caused by waste or 
raw sewage, according to Pete Scales, spokes- 
man from the city’s Department of Water 
Management. 

City inspectors surveyed the site including a 
96 -inch-wide old brick sewer structure— com- 
plete with metal gates — that catches excess rain 


water that the sewers can’t handle, he said. The 
rust and dirt from inside got washed into the 
river thanks to the heavy rainfall, he said. 

“With this morning’s heavy rain, the first 
significant downpour of the season, the plume 
was likely caused by some runoff from that rain 
outlet into the river,” Scales said in an email. 

The city is working with the Metropolitan 
Water Reclamation District “to analyze some 
water samples taken from the river to further 
determine the source of the rust-colored 
plume,” Scales said.

S.C. police to review cop’s 
2013 use-of-force case 


North Charleston police are telling the Associ- 
ated Press that the department will review its 
decision to exonerate Officer Michael Thomas 
Slager— accused in the 
weekend killing of an 
unarmed black man 
in that South Carolina 
town— in a 2013 case 
involving his use of a 
Taser against another 
unarmed black man. 
That man, Mario 
Givens, 33, told the AP in an exclusive inter- 
view Wednesday that Slager— the officer jailed 
in the shooting death of Walter Lamer Scott 
after a bystander’s cellphone video was made 
public— woke him before dawn one morning 
by loudly banging on his front door. 

Slager claimed in his official police report 
that he killed Scott in self-defense after the mo- 
torist grabbed his Taser. Givens said Slager also 
used his Taser against him, for no reason. 

“Come outside or I’ll tase you,” Givens quot- 
ed the officer as saying, adding: “I didn’t want 
that to happen to me, so I raised my arms over 
my head, and when I did, he tased me in my 
stomach anyway” 

In Slager’s report, obtained by The AP 
through a public-records request, he wrote 
that he could not see one of Givens’ hands and

feared he might be holding a weapon. 

The department whose officer was charged 
with murder after shooting an unarmed man 
in the back is taking another look at a previous 
use-of-force case against him that was closed. 

As it turns out, Givens’ arrest was a case of 
mistaken identity After being tased, dragged 
outside, thrown to the ground, handcuffed 
and accused of resisting arrest, he was released 
without charge. 

The next day Givens filed a formal com- 
plaint accusing Slager of excessive use of force. 

Givens and all witnesses contacted by the AP 
said no one from the department ever contact- 
ed them to see if what they saw differed from 
what Slager put in his incident report. 

Additional dashcam footage released Thurs- 
day of the Saturday encounter between Slager 
and Scott shows what appears to begin as a 
routine traffic stop until Scott flees his car and 
Slager pursues him.

Heating up 

Scone City

First there were the cupcakeries. 

Then, the boutique doughnut shops 
and macaron-packed patisseries moved 
in. Though Fm not ready to bet any 
dough on it yet, recently opened 
Wicker Park bakery Scone City has me 
wondering whether the humble scone 
could be the dark horse in the race for 
the latest treat trend. 

With a reputation for being crumbly 
dense and dry this traditional British tea- 
time snack is an unlikely candidate, for sure. 
(A lot of scones Fve tried would be better 
off used as paperweights, doorstops or crude 
weaponry of some sort.) But with the open- 
ing of Scone City earlier this month, Jessica 
and Tim Canning— who also own cafe and 
market Lemon Tree Grocer in west-subur- 
ban Downers Grove— aim to smash that 
stereotype with 20 rotating flavors of sweet 
and savory scones (including three gluten- 
free options). 

At 2:30 a.m.. Lemon Tree pastry chef 
Laurie McNamara starts the morning 
bake, which consists of about 160 scones in 
flavors such as blueberry with lemon glaze 
and a breakfast scone with eggs, bacon, 
green onion and sharp white cheddar. 
Around 10:30 a.m., she bakes a second 
round of scones, which might feature 
savory options such as serrano pepper, 
chorizo, cilantro and chihuahua cheese. For 
the next month while Scone City’s kitchen 
is being completed, the scones are baked 
in the ’burbs and trucked to Wicker Park 
twice daily That means if you arrive in the 
late morning or late afternoon, there might 
not be a wide selection, Jessica Canning 
said. 

When I stopped in during opening week 
and said, “Fll have one of everything,” Can- 
ning thought I was joking, but taste-testing 
every scone in sight was precisely my plan. 
Prices range between $3.25 and $3.50, and 
mix-and-match toppings such as lemon curd 
and clotted cream are 50 cents each. 

D Maple-bacon 

In case the oversaturation of maple- 
bacon sweet treats might cause you to over- 
look this guy. I’ll point out that the classic 
breakfasty flavor combination of bacon and 
maple is a force to be reckoned with. The 
sweet and salty union of the toppings — 
thick, sugary maple glaze and tender bacon 
chunks— was just enough, as the scone 
itself wasn’t super-sweet. The little bacon 
pieces throughout were a nice surprise, too.

When I held the scone in my hand, it felt 
so dense that I expected it to be flour-y 
and crumbly but it was surprisingly 
moist. The serrano added an excellent 
kick to complement the smoky chorizo. 

I slathered on some of the classic clotted 
cream— which I mistook for sour cream 
because it wasn’t labeled in the box— and 
it actually turned out to be a decent flavor 
combo that cooled off my palate. 

D Blackberry-orange 

A much lighter consistency than 
the serrano scone, this one was pleasantly 
sweet, but not overwhelmingly so. The 
orange glaze was a perfect match for 
the crunchy whole blackberries, which 
tasted just-picked-from-the-patch fresh. 

I wished they were in every bite, but the 
scarcity made me want to keep eating to 
find those little gems again. 

Gluten-free ricotta-herb 

Initially unimpressed upon first bite, my 
taste buds perked up a bit when I tasted 
the buttery ricotta that gave this scone 
such a smooth texture that it almost 
melted in my mouth. The herbs and salted 
top were subtle and paired well with 
lemon curd or classic clotted cream. 

Pizza 

I’ll admit that I don’t have very high stan- 
dards for pizza, but I know a darn good 
one when I taste it— although, I didn’t 
expect to find it in a scone shop. The 
tomato sauce on top was some of the best 
I’ve ever tasted, surprisingly If all pizza 
crust were this light and moist with little 
pieces of pepperoni, mozzarella, basil 
and oregano inside. I’d be eating pizza 
backward forever. 



D Halfwit 

This dark chocolate creation topped with 
light brown espresso glaze (made with beans 
from hometown roaster Halfwit, which supplies 
Scone City’s coffee) and speckled with cocoa 
nibs caught my eye as soon as I walked in the 
store. A great choice for dark chocolate lovers, 
it wasn’t overly rich, and the espresso glaze at 
the finish was just what it needed to even out 
the flavor. The light, muffin-like consistency 
wasn’t as thick and cakey as I anticipated, and 
the giant chocolate chips hiding inside were like 



finding an unexpected gift in a cereal box. 

Buttermilk 

I didn’t expect much of this plain-looking 
scone surrounded by others with swirls of color 
and interesting toppings. It looked like a colossal 
sugar cookie sprinkled with sugar crystals on top 
and tasted like my grandma’s homemade biscuits: 
sweet like cornbread, but not at all mealy and 
smooth as buttermilk. The sugar on top gave it a 
crunchy touch of sweetness, and the lemon curd 
I smeared on only elevated the flavor. 


cinnamon chip 

A snickerdoodle in a scone! Need I say 
more? Topped with sugar crystals and 
toasty cinnamon chips, this cookie-like 
confection was dotted inside with little 
cinnamon explosions that made it my 
instant favorite. 

B Blueberry with 
lemon glaze 

A best-seller according to McNamara, this 
lightly glazed, tangy lemon-flavored sweet 
had a soft, cake-like texture. The blueber- 
ries were super-fresh, which often can go 
unnoticed in baked goods. 

Hot dog 

This is a dead ringer for the bagel dog of 
my middle school lunch days, only wider 
and flatter with the hot dog cut longwise 
into two pieces. This would taste awe- 
some straight from Scone City’s oven, but 
I settled for a little zap in the microwave, 
which softened it up just enough. Sesame 
seeds strewn across the top and a dollop 
of mustard hidden inside sealed the 
ballpark-inspired deal. 

BOTTOM LINE 

The awkward gap between Scone City’s 
two daily scone deliveries can be disap- 
pointing, but that should be a thing of the 
past in a month or so, when the on-site 
kitchen is complete. Until then, count on 
funky flavors that will make you forget 
about the rock-hard scones of your pastry 
past.

Another one: “{Dance} was 
her oxygen; she couldn’t breathe without it.” 
All together in unison: “Ohhhhhh, so that’s 
why it was her oxygen.” 

And while it wouldn’t have made sense for 
the movie to get too politically involved, the 
historically uninclined may understand what’s 
happening during the allegedly rigged Iranian 
elections only if they saw Jon Stewart’s directo- 
rial debut “Rosewater.” First-time feature direc- 
tor Richard Raymond could have given “Desert 
Dancer” a stronger sense of the motives for 
repression than just, ''You can’t do that.”
